y ()'Dea, Captain J. Keenan, ree State 

Garda Sergeant M. Navin,

‘ling Association of Ireland, against 
Cyeling O'Connor, President of the County 
Dublin Cycling Board, and seven other mem- 
bers of, that Board, who are sued on their 
own behalf and on. behalf of the other mem- 
bers of the Eoard, was resumed, 

The plaintiffs claimed a declaration that the 
moneys, securities, books, trophies and other 
chattels held by th.» de..uant Board and its 
officers on February 9, 1€36, constituted part 
of the funds and property of the 1°.4.C.A., 
and that any purported disposition of them 
by the defendants was contrary to the laws 
and rules of the Association, and was void 
and of no efiect. The plaintifis also claimed 
an injunction restrainmg the defendants from 
acting upon any resolution purporting to part 
with the property, and an order transferring 
the property to them. 

The case for the plaintiffs was that a 
National Congress of the N.A.C.A. dectded, in 
1936, that there should be only one Board 
exercising control over both cycling and 
athletics in each county, and that the 
Cycling County Boards then in existence 
should be dissolved, and their powers and 
assets transferred to the County Boards of 
the Association. The defendants had refused 
to transfer the property, and, by resolutton, 
had purported to transfer funds and property 
of the Association to Mr. Fitzgerald Selby, 
treasurer of another organisation called 
Cumann Rothuidheachta na hEireann, which 
was then being formed. 


A CONGRESS RESOLUTION 


The defendants claimed that their organisa- 
tion was the Dublm-Wicklow Cycling Board, 
and that the National Congress resolution was 
null and void, in so far as it purported to 
abolish or otherwise affect cycling clubs, 
County Cycling Boards or Central Cycling 
Board of the Association, They sard that the 
money in the hands of members of the Dublin- 
Wicklow Cycling Board was the proper money 
of the cycling clubs affiliated to the Board, 
and that the N.A.C.A. had no claim to it.

COUNSEL'S SUBMISSION 


He submitted that he was entitled to a 
direction that no evidence had been submitted 
of any Pp: op gps right ever having been 
vested in the plaintiffs, or anyone on their 
behalf, in the bunds claimed. The plaintiffs 
had not shown that they parted with the 
money on any condition, and the audited 
accounts of the Association and the Dublin 
County Board made no mention of this 
money as an assct. He said that the Associa- 
tion had ‘no control over cycling, and that 
any business transacted at the National 
Congress must relate tu athletics. 

The object of the Association was, said 
Mr. Ryan, to promote sport, and not to 
amass money. Finances should be, and were, 
subsidiary to that object. Finances ought to 
be kept in the background, and be brought 
forward only when it was necessary to do so 
for the promotion of sport. The only reason 
for joint control of athletics and “cyc ling was 
the joining of these sports in competitions. 

As regards the trophies and prizes, there 
was no evidence, said Mr. Ryan, that they 
were in the hands ot the Cycling Board. 

Concluding, Mr. Ryan asked the Court to 
give a direction that the plaintiffs had not 
made a prima facie case, and to dismiss the 
action.

Srr,—In Mr. Arnold Lunn’s postscript in 
to-day’s /rish T'imes to his lecture on Sunday 
there are some observations on out-thinking 
the Communists instead of beating them up, 
and others on the Free State Government's 
fair treatment of Protestants, and these 
observations might be commended to the 
attention of the Rev J. Canavan, 8.J., with 
his policy of force “with guns.” 

But earlier in his letter Mr. Lunn says: 
“I concede that we should be entitled to 
imprison Communists, for the Communist is 
the secret agent of a foreign Power, under 
instructions to suborn the army and navy, 
and to prepare civil war.” This reminds 
me, who, unlike Mr. Lunn, am the product 
of a Catholic education, that the general 
charge against Jesuits and other priests and 
bishops who suffered in these countries for 
their faith in the reigns of Elizabeth and 
other monarchs was that they were the 
agents of a foreign Power—namely, the 
Pope—and were executed for treason—t.c., 
on political, not religious or philosophical 
grounds. Catholic historians and teachers 
have always denied this charge of foreign 
agency and political activity. 

Mr. Lunn's letter recalls, too, a saying 
attributed to Cromwell in Ireland. I have 
not the Protector’s manifesto by me as I 
write, but, like a sentiment echoing in Father 
Canavan’s speech, the Cromwellian declara- 
tion ran something like this:—‘‘ Freedom of 
conscience ” (or choice of philosophy, let us 
say) “I shall not deny; but the Mass I 
will not tolerate.’’-—Yours. etc., “C. H.”

Deputy Davin yesterday spoke in Port- 
laocighise, and while avoiding a reply to any 
of those reasonable questions, he so far lost 
his head and his temper as to launch a very 
discreditable and thoroughly contemptible 
attack on the members of mv family, both 
living and dead.

I recollect a long letter from Deputy Davin 
some time ago, in which he revealed pre- 
viously unknown exploits and heroism of his 
in the Anglo-Irish struggle.

It is true that 
my mother, who was left with eight de- 
pendents when my father was mnrdered, 
received a grant to help her through her 
remaining years and my brother's widow, 
likewise No member of the family has any 
Government job, nor do I draw any pension, 
If Mr. Davin is not referring to the above 
grants, I invite him to tell the public to what 
members of my family he is referring. 

In addition, I would invite Deputy Davin 
to answer the questions | addressed to him, 
if he wants the electors to take him seriously. 
I would further advise him to seek

Srx,—When I first entered the lists in the 
discussion on the above subject I little 
realised what a spate of correspondence, both 
to myself directly and to your paper, would 
be alaseed by my temerity. I also failed to 
realise what an appalling lack of knowledge 
of the rules of debate would be shown by 
your readers, or what enormous ignorance, or, 
better still, half-knowledge, exists among your 
correspondents who, for reasons best known 
to themselves, prefer to remain anonymous, 

I intend to ignore cheap witticisms and 
sneers at my residence and gender. A glance 
at the directory would be sufficient to reveal 
the latter—which is more than can be said 
for any of my opponents. 

In replying to your leader, my letter could 
be classified under three headings: (i.) 
Spanish colonisation, as compared with that 
of English, together with an opinion on the 
result of the defeat of the Armada on the 
former; (ii.) the alleged supremacy of the 
British Navy, and {iii.) the gallery play and: 
mock-heroics of one ‘* Potato ' Jones. None 
of my antagonists have attempted to reply to 
all of these, but the first has raised the 
greatest ire. So much so that one wonders 
if it is merely the comparison between 
Catholic and non-Catholic methods - and 
results of colonisation that has caused the 
furore. 

I must apologise and ask your forbearance 
for this incursion on your space, and offer as 
excuse that I wish to give my parting shot 
in this discussion. I realise that to deal with 
the history of Spanish colonisation in South 
America in anything like completeness would 
take volumes, and in the space and time at 


my disposal will confine myself, briefly, to- 


justifying my origina] statements. 
Many of your correspondents seem to labour 
under the delusion -that I stated that the 
conquests of South America by the Spaniards 
were carried out bloodlessiy. I made no such 
claim; they were, like every other war—just 
or unjust—the source of pain and suffering 
to those taking part in them, but in their 
results to the original inhabitants thev 
differed widely from wars of conquest. carried 
out by the English-speaking race. I ascribe 
the difference in result to two root causes: 
(i.) That the conquering nation, 1.¢., Spain, 
had a tradition of culture and religion unknown 
to the England of Elizabeth, and (ii.) to the 
fact that in Spanish colonisation “' politics 
and economists were subordinated to religion. 
and that the Church was the centre of 
political and social life, and defended the 
natives from exploitation by settlers’’ (F. 
Garcia Calderon). 
A typical example of the method of Gavern- 
ment in South America by Spain is in the 
instructions given to Nicholas de Ovando on 
his departure, in 1501, to take over the 
Governorship of Hisponiola. They were :— 
(i.) *‘ Before all things to look to what con- 
cerns the reverance of God and His 
worship. 

(ii.) To examine into the lives and capacity 
of men and to put good men into office. 

(iii.) To use moderation in exacting tribute, 
not overtaxing the people. 

(iv.) To give audience to all. 

(v.) To govern as he would be governed.”’ 
(Helps. ) 

Can the English Colonial Office produce 
anything to parallel this, or can it show that 
the home country took any interest in the 
peoples under its domination except to 
exploit them? No, the great difference lies 
in the fact that the Spanish civilisation ab- 
sorbed into its culture the original inhabi- 
tants, while English civilisation either wiped 
out the natives, as in the case of the Red 
Indian of North America. the aborigines “' 
Austraiia and, to a limited extent, the 
Maoris of New Zealand, or, where their 
numbers were too great, ground them down 
as in the case of Ireland, India and South 
Africa. 

The Spaniards in their 
established universities in Cordova, San 
Marco Lima, and Mexico, Can England of 
much more recent times than Elizabeth show 
a similar regard for the temporal—let alone 
the spiritual—welfare of their subject races? 
Spanish law prevented the exploitation of 
natives by the Guipuzcoa Company in 
Venezuela, and in most cases caused their 
Government in the colonies to be controlled 
by religious. In every dependency in 
Spanish South America trade and learning 
was stimulated, and we find that Dem 


colonisations. 


Sebastian Ramiz de Fuenteal, Bishop- 
President of Mexico in 1531, erected 
colleges and schools for the learned 


education of the natives, and prohibited 
colonists and landlords from being absen- 
tees. This evil existed in English-governed 
Dominions much later than 1531. Far from 
introducing only the horse into South 
America, he was responsible for bringing 
flax, hemp and European agriculture 
generally into Mexico In the same year he 
abolished slavery. I do not recollect England 
taking similar steps at a much more en- 
lightened stage ot the world’s history, 

And yet I am told that it is a grotesque 
notion that Spain brought civilisation to South 
America. Let me quote Sir Arthur Help—an 
Englishman, mark you :-- 

“. . . & provident humanity which great 
nations at later dates have failed to imftate 
and as displaying peculiar characteristics of 
the Spanish race, piety, loyalty and chivlary 
in their noblest forms. The world still has, 
and long will have, reason to deplore that 
the efforts of Spain and the Spanish monarchs 
were not crowned with complete success.” 

I submit that the defeat of the Spanish 
Armada was the main and only reason why 
these effovts were not so crowned, and repeat 
that it was not a gocd thing tha’, Spain and 
the Spanish Empire should decay. When the 
English race can produce, even in the present 
enlightened days, a record of fair dealing and 
justice to their subject, races as that dis- 
played by Catholic Spain, then there may be 
hope that the domimant race will be held in 
the same high esteem that Spam and Spanish 
customs is held to-day i: Latin America 

J do not offer myself as an apologist for 
the German Navy. 1 merely state that the 
supremacy of the British Navy, since 1805, 
has not been established. In support of this 
statement I offer as evidence the battle-— 
skirmish, if you will—of Jutland, following 
which the British Admiralty issued the fol- 
lowing report :—‘‘ lhe Grand Fleet me; and 
engaged the i High Fleet off Jutland. 
Having inflicted heavy losses, the enemy 
retired.” I seem also to remember that 
Admiral Craddock did not have matters all 
his own way at Coror el. |

‘ss Olive Mollan, Pier House, Cultra, 
gg, Adin sued the Great Southern rere 
Company and Lady Ethel McLaughlin, The 
Rectory, Stillorgan, Co. Dublin, for damages 
for personal injuries which, she alleged, she 
sustained through the joint and several 
negligence of the defendants, their servants 
and agents, in the driving of their respective 
motor vehicles at Hollybrook Cross, County 
Wicklow, on September 14, 1994. -. 

The evidence was that the plaintiff was 
travelling in Lady McLaughlin’s motor car, 
which ‘was driven by the latter’s daughter, 
Mrs. Mayne. Prior to the occurrence the 
car was proceeding from Bray on the Dargle 
road towards Wicklow, and the bus was 
travelling from Wicklow towards Bray. 
collision occurred. at or near _ Holly rook 
Cross, and Miss Mollan was so injured that 
she was removed to Monkstown Hos ital, 
where she was treated for six weeks. Plain- 
tiff was also medically treated at her home 
in County Down, the hospital charges and 
medical fees being £61 1s. 

Evidence for the plaintiff was to the effect 
that the motor car was being driven at a 
slow rate, and that the “bus suddenly turned 
round a corner and struck the car. 

For the defence, the driver of the “bus 
stated that his rate of speed as he approached 
the junction of the Dargle and Killarney 
roads was above five miles an hour. 

For the G.S.R. Co., evidence was sub- 
mitted that as the "bus came to the corner 
it slowed down on ie me side. The pri- 
vate car, it was stated, almost stopped and 
hesitated, and as the “bus proceeded over 
the crossing, the car accelerated and drove 
into the side oí the ‘bus. 

Mrs. Mayne, driver of the motor car, did 
not give evidence, as she is at present re- 
siding in Rhodesia. 

The Judge found that both defendants 
were negligent, and gave a decree for plain- 
tiff for £211 1s., with witnesses’ expenses 
measured at £15.

A Punchestown “ Character” 


The advent of Punchestown reminds me 
of a famous Kildare “ character.” 

This was William Hanway, who never 
led those early years when the 
such a fearful jump.

THE ENGLISH 
STABLES

O matter how opinion may differ with 
N regard to the desirability of racing, 
the importance of the racehorse cannot 
be over-estimated to-day. The ag; Irish 
public and their brethren across the Channel 
regard him as their own when it comes to a 
bet. As likely as not, they are only following 
in the footsteps of pre-historic man, who, we 
may suppose, arranged occasional matches. 
i were, no doubt, íor the purpose of 
hacking his fancy in so many flint arrow- 
heads or oxen for the diversion of a gamble. 
He may even have wagered a spare hand- 
maiden. Who knows? | 
We know there cannot have been tipsters 
or wires from the course in the time of 
Cesar. It has been proved, however, that 
Julius did go racing, and was not, England, 


horse upon one historic occasion by a hard- 
pressed monarch’ But I only say this for 
the benefit of the highbrow who would like 
to decry the usefulness of the noble 
quadruped. 

It may be due to the perversity of a topsy- 
i turvy world that very often the name of a 
racehorse owner goes down to fame through 
the ages, rather than that of the individual 
who clamours for immortality through his 
art or his literature or his wisecracking, or 
whatever his flair may be! ; 

Men may build yachts or ocean reeord- 
breakers, or a man may golf, and golf until 
his arms fall off, yet. he will never appeal to 
the public as strongly as the fellow who is 
only a partner in a selling plater! You might 
write volumes of wit till the world goes cold, 
but you could hardly ever expect to become 
so prolific a seller as, say, Nat Gould, when 
that genius wrote racing yarns for the public! 


SPORT OF JACK AND JILL 


There was a time when racing was de- 
scribed as the sport of kings, but that descrip- 
tion is no longer apt, because, for one reason, 
there are not enough kings to keep it going 
nowadays. That is why it has now become 
the sport of Jack and Jill, Solly and Mosey, 
Seamus and Sean. It is in effect a business 
in our time! 

To the great Irish betting public then, the 
inmates of the English racing stables are 
almost of more importance. than are those of 
our own country. More money really changes 
hands in this country over English races 
than over native fixtures.. To-day the 
public that bets will have its hands or its 
mind full with spotting the winner of the 
first of the classics, From now on its in- 
terest is not likely to flag, while the season 
lasts. 

Far too much energy and time would be 
needed if one were to set out telling the 
world about all the horses in training in 
England, which will be used as betting 
mediums during the next few months. 

At first view one might think that Frank 
Butters had all the cream of England at 
Fitzroy House. He certainly has charge of 
the two highest priced yearlings of 1936. One 
of these is Radiant—the Irish-bred filly by 
Blandford, out of Resplendent. now two 
years old. The other is the £15,000 Fair 
way colt, out of Golden Hair. and both are 
the property of Miss Paget. Butters has also 
got charge of the Aga Khan's string, which 
includes Dharampur and Le Grand Duc—a 
competitor in to-day’s classic. Among the 
two-year-olds owned by His Highness there is 
the colt which he named Badruddin after his 
second son. A high opinion was held about 
this colt. at Seshoon. where he was bred. 

In all there are 61 horses in training at 
Fitzroy’ House, and the patrons include, be- 
sides Miss Paget, the Aga Khan, Count 
Guazzone, Lord Durham, Sit A. Butt, Prince 
and Princess Aly Khan. 


TRAINS FOR THE KING 


At Newmarket, W. R. Jarvis trains for 
His Majesty the King, whose flat-racers of 
all ages number 39, By the way, a good 
season is forecasted in this his Coronation 
year, for His Majesty. Lord Derby’s horses 
are trained by ©. Leader, who has also got 
charge of those c:vned by the Countess of 
Derby, Lord Stanley, M.P.; Mrs. Arthur 
James, and the Hon. Mrs. Charles Wood. 
Between them, these notable owners have 48 
animals with Leader. It is hardly necessary 
to add that Fair Copy is among the lot. 

Among the patrons of T. E. Leader’s 
establishment are the Marquis of Crewe, Mr. 
uas de Rothsclnid, and Mr. O. VY. 
Watney. The Hon. H. G. Wellesley, so well 
remembered at the Curragh, has 33 horses 
under his care at Newmarket this season. 
His patrons include Lord Nunburnholme, 
Lord Ivor Churchill, Sir Victor Sassoon and 
Mr. G. F. Annesley. 

At Lambourn, H. L. Cottrill, who is always 
in the market for the Irish breds, has charge. 
of 73 horses. Half of this number are two- 
year-olds, He trains for Sir Abe Bailey, 
Lord Stanley. Lady Nuttall, Sir Delves 
Broughton and a number of other prominent 
people. 

The Beckhampton string numbers 58 this 
season, and among these F. Darling has a 
few outstanding lots that should achieve 
brackets for him as time goes on. He trains 
for Lord Ellesmere, Lord Carnarvon, Lord 
Lonsdale, Lady E. Beauchamp and the Hon. 
Mrs. MacDonald-Buchanan. 

Down Wiltshire way, J. Lawson. has as 
many as inmates at Manton. Early 
School, Lord Astor’s three-year-old colt, is 
housed there Other big battalions are 
trained by Fred Templeman at Lambourn, 
where Sir Hugh Nugent has also got a 
training establishment at Windsor House. 
In Yorkshire, there is Peacock’s stable at 
Middleham, where over seventy are trained. 
Some of these belong to such owners as the 
Marquis of Londonderry, Lord Hamilton of 
Dalzell, the Earl of Feversham, and Sir 
Thomas Dixon. 

There is another Peacock training stable 
in Yorkshire, and there the Maharajah of 
Kashmir is represented, as well as Lord 
Queenborough, Sir Emanuel Hoyle and about 
half a dozen other notable owners. But why 
go on: the number of trainers, owners and 
racehorses in England would require a smal! 
volume to deal with them all! 

Perhaps, it is significant that the existence 
of Cecil Boyd-Rochfort escaped my memory 
until now. If Frank Butters has a monopoly 
of the East at Fitzroy House, then the genial 
Trishman can lay claim to the cream of the 
West at Freemason Lodge. He has all the 
crackc among both horses and owners. The 
Wideners arshal Feld, J. W. Whitney, 
William Woodward, vre among his American 
patrons. His English ones include the Duke 
of Marlborough, the Countess of Chesterfield, 
Lady Zia Wernher, and Sir Humphrey de 
Trafford; and has he not charge of Foray?

In the Negative 


Mx de Valera has found voice at Jast. 
He told Dáil Eireann yesterday, as clearly 
as anybody has a right to expect, that the 
Free State would not be represented at 
the forthcoming Imperial Conference. The 
first comment must be that he has taken 
an unconscionably long time to make up 
his mind. Question after question has 
been hurled at him in the Dáil during the 
past couple of months, and to every inter- 
rogation he has returned a stumbling 
reply which has left the country as deeply 
as ever in the dark. Why has he de- 
layed so long? We must assume either 
that Mr. de Valera has been weighing the 
pros and cons of representation at the 
Conference, balancing the claims alike of 


to discuss this vital matter with Great 
Britain alone ; or does he not, rather, agree 
that only the entire Commonwealth can 
accept or reject the Free State’s relation- 
ship? In our belief, the appearance of the 
new Constitution provides the most con- 
vincing of all reasons why the Saorstdt 
should be represented at the Imperial 
Conference. The Anglo-Irish Treaty, 
whereon the former Constitution was 
based, was a pact between the Saorstdt 
and Great Britain; the new Constitution 
is in no sense a pact, but it involves a 
certain relationship between the Free 
State, on the one hand, and the entire 
Commonwealth, on the other. Mr, de 
Valera cannot neglect the views of the 
remaining members, any one of whom can 
challenge his doctrine of “ external 
association.’’ The new Constitution is a 
matter that concerns the entire British 
Commonwealth, and both courtesy and ex- 
pediency demand that it shall be discussed 
by all the members,

Dogs are permitted to beg, 
if not legally, then by the application of 
the blind eye, when they have collecting- 
boxes attached to their bodies. The best 
way—the Bow street magistrate’s way—1s 
to assume that the dog, like his owner, is 
an artist, and leave it at that.

BUDGET RESOLUTION 
APPROVED 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 
CC the Report stage of the Budget 
resolutions to-night the National 
Defence contribution was discussed. 

Colonel Colville (Conservative) said that 
the principle that at a time when very 
heavy expenditure was being incurred on 
rearmaments some contribution should 
come from the increased profits of industry 
had not been generally opposed. What 
objections had been raised dealt not with 
the principle but with details. 

Mr.: Alexander (Labour) remarked that 
the Chancellor’s proposals were bound to 
have a serious financial effect on business 
in general. Dealings on the Stock Ex- 
change in industrial securities made one 
doubt whether the Chancellor’s method in 
dealing with a problem which all agreed 
should be dealt with was the correct one. 
. Mr. Chamberlain said that it would be 
idle on his part to deny, or even to 
minimise, the extent of the concern which 
had been created by the proposals in the 
Budget. He believed that the anxiety and 
disturbance which had manifested itself 
in many quarters was based on insufh- 
cient information. He confessed he was 
surprised at the extent of the danger to 
particular industries concerned in some 
quarters as the result of what he regarded 
as a somewhat mild and moderate pro- 

sal. The actual yield to be obtained 
ha the tax must depend on profits, and, 
if the growth oí profits should be very 
much larger than anything which entered 
his mind, then the yield would be 
correspondingly larger. He expected to 
get this year about £2,000,000 and from 20 
to 25 millions next year. That would not 
impose an intolerabie burden on industry, 
which in its present condition was well 
able to make a contribution. The sugges- 
tion that the yield was likely to be 60, 
100 or even 250 millions was altogether 
fantastic. ‘There was not an unlimited 
expenditure to face; it was possible to see 
the-end of the present exceptional expendi- 
ture. They would not go on re-arming 
for ever or seek to dominate the world. 
All they were seeking to do was to make 
the Empire and its connections safe, 


TO EXAMINE PROPOSALS 


He would examine any proposals made 
to him in a sympathetic manner, and do 
the best he could in the light of what he 
was told, in order to meet difficulties and 
prevent inequalities and injustices. In the 
meantime, he would say something which 
might help to reassure to some extent 
those who feared that his proposal was too 
rigid, and would prove to be more severe 
than anything he had intended. It hai 
been represented to a too rigid adherence 


to the three years, 1933 to 19365, 
would act unevenly as between one 
firm and another, and introduce an 


element of luck. He was quite prepared 
to consider representation on the subject. 

He would not commit himself to any 
further statement as to how capital was 
to be computed until he had received 
sufficient information to enable him to 
deal with difficult, involved points. He 
anticipated that it would be necessary to 
go beyond the flat rate he had laid down, 
because he could foresee that in the cir- 
cumstances of different classes of industry 
what would be a fair return in one cise 
would altogether fail in another. Ee 
believed that the principle of his pro- 
posals was approved in the country, but 
difficulties naturaliy arose in the applica- 
tion of the principle. He knew that they 
were bound to arise. Nevertheless, he 
believed that. their reception was largely 
based on a premature judgment. The 
City got frightened. Perhaps what .he 
had now said would show that they had 
been frightened unnecessarily. 

The resolution was agreed to. and the 
Finance Bill was read a first time.

story one likes to tell! Yesterday 
the tender green of its hedgerows and 
the gold of its gorse were just as 
alluring as ever. No lowering clouds 
or drizzle of rain were sufficiently 
potent to mar the exhilaration pro- 
duced by the soft breeze which blows 
over the County Kildare. 

True, only a solitary and fleeting ray of 
sunshine graced the proceedings.

In his formal reply, the PRESIDENT 
said: “I have nothing to add to the 
replies given to the deputy in answer to a 
similar question on 31st March.’’ 

Mr. DILLON—Am I to understand that 
the Executive Council has not yet made 
up its mind whether it intends to be repre- 
sented at the Imperial Conference or not? 

‘Mr. DE VALERA—I think the deputy 
is going a little too far—the question is 
whether the Free State will be repre- 
sented. The necessity for a decision only 
arises in case the circumstances would be 
such as to make it desirable in the 
Mal of the country to be represented 
there. 


A FURTHER INQUIRY 


Mr. DILLON—The Minister for External] 
Affairs said on a recent occasion that the 
matter had not yet been determined. He 
said that he could not imagine it would 
appear to any member of the House that 
it would be in the best interests of the 
State that we should. be represented at the 
Imperial Conference under the existing 
circumstances. Surely you must have come 
to some decision as to whether or not we 
are going to be represented. Surely it 
18 not unreasonable to inquire what the 
position is.

£5,000,000 MORE 
RECOMMENDED 


An appropriation of £83,482,676 for 
the army next year was recommended 
yesterday by the House of Representatives 
Appropriations Committee, says a Reuter 
Washington telegram. This is £5,007,520 
more than was available in the current 
year. 

The Committee reports a shortage of 
tanks, armoured cars, semi-automatic 
rifles, anti-aircraft guns and accessory 
equipment, ammunition and cars. 

The Committee approves a new mobilisa- 
tion plan providing war-time divisions of 
13, men, instead of 22,000 as at present. 
which it says ‘‘ obviously will result in a

SYNOD DEBATES 
EDUCATION 


CRITICISM OF TEACHING 
THROUGH IRISH 
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HE Archbishop of Dublin (Most 
Rev. Dr. Gregg) presided at the 
opening meeting of the General 
Synod of the Church of Ireland, in 
the Synod Hall, Christchurch place, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

The Archbishop said that, in the 
absence of the Lord Primate, he had the 
honour of welcoming those present to the 
Synod. Up till a short time ago it was 
the Lord Primate’s full intention to take 
his place as President, but a sudden ill- 
ness which came upon him after preaching 
in his cathedral at Armagh had, for the 
moment, laid him aside so far as public 
engagements were concerned. It was, he 
was sure, the hope and prayer of them all 
that the Lord Primate might soon be 
restored to his customary health and 
vigour. 

We meet, said Dr. Gregg, but a few days 
before the Coronation of King George VI. 
There is no need for me to do more than 
remind you of what this thousand-year-old 
ceremony stands for. It is the consecra- 
tion of the King to his Office with a form 
which is very like an Ordination. King- 
ship is a sacred function under God, and 
although a constitutional monarch of to- 
day reigns rather than rules, and although 
the office has a symbolic character, which 
can be thought of quite independently of 
its. holders, yet recent events have taught 
us that the public sense demands of the 
man an interpretation of the duties of his 
office for which the promptings of the 
Divine Grace will alone prepare him. 

It is a happy thing that representatives 
of the great British Commonwealth of 
Nations gather from all parts of the globe 
upon the hallowed site at Westminster to 
inaugurate the new reign with a religious 
act. Such a confession of God binds King 
and people together with a sacred bond., 
It reminds the Sovereign of Him from 
whom all power is derived ; it reminds his 
subjects that the great complex of peoples 
and Governments represented in the 
Conmmonwealth holds its place in God's 
world to serve the will of God. The 
occasion is one of pomp and circumstance; 
of proud rejoicing on the part of free 
nations in a glorious inheritance; but, 
with all its splen®>ur, there is mingled 
the memory of that solemn refrain which 
Kipling gave us in that great year of 
Jubilee exactly half a century ago:— 

“God of our fathers known of old, 

Lord of our far-flung battle line, 
Beneath Whose awful hand we hold 

Dominion over palm and pine. 
Lord God of Hosts be with us yet, 
Lest we forget; lest we forget.” 


THE CHANGE IN MEN’S 
MINDS 


Great changes, he said, had passed over 
the world in the fifty years siné those 
words were written, but he thought that 
the greatest change of all that had to be 
recorded lay in the region of men’s minds, 
Kingdoms had risen and fallen, but that 
had been happening since history had 
begun; but the post-war outlook made 
them feel that they inhabited a different 
world. With the adoption of democratic 
government they had been coming to 
believe that they were progressing to a 
kind of finality in which, under a reign 
of intelligence, peace and prosperity would 
prevail among the contented nations. 

In the ‘nineties Lord Tennyson could 
dream of this earth as a war-free world, 
with a single race, a single tongue— 

“ Robed in universal harvest, up to either 

pole she smiles, , 
Universal ocean softly washing all her 
warless isles’’ 


But think only of the change of outlook 
which the growth of nationalism has 
carried with it, of the change which has 
come with the subordination of the liberty 
of the individual to the nation, or the 
party, or the trade union, The rule of 
the organisation prevails to-day, and it is 
becoming increasingly difficult for the 
individual to form an opinion or to do 
any good by expressing it. What is called 
public opinian to-day is not the net result 
of the working of many minds; public 
opinion to-day is organised and marshalled 
by means of the propaganda and publicity 


methods with which the mass of 
individuals is besieged by the few. 


Opinion is handed out ready-made: even 
the very facts which are the material with 
the aid of which opinion should be formed 
are rationed ; the public is told what it is 
good for it to know, with lavish-suppressio 
vert, if not suggestio falst. 

And with the successful use of these 
methods, the indispensable conditions of 
democratic government—viz., intelligent 
interest in public affairs and sense of 
individual responsibility—are becoming 
increasingly absent. It is very difficult for 
the individual to hold his head up against 
the massed assaults which are made upon 
his judgment by the newspaper, the 
cinema, the wireless; the deluge which 
pours upon him through the daily post, 
the advertisement, the street procession, 
the demonstration, the canvasser, the loud-. 
speaker. 


BENUMBING PRESSURE 


One of‘the most cheering pieces of news 
in the last month has been the statement 
that ere long there will be a shortage of 
the paper needed for newsprint. It is 
only in a time when the organising of 
public opinion had been developed in‘o 4 
science that such speedy and snceh 
wholesale persuasion of entire populations 
of the kind we see in Germany or Italy 
could take place. And as we look near 
home we cannot but be aware of the same 
type of pressure, administered, indeed,

People outside our ranks 
often complain that it is hard to know 
what we stand for, owing to the differ- 

n opinion tolerated amongst us. 
And equally, amongst ourselves, we often 
have to lament the difficulty of crganising 
close-knit, concerted action. But this 
may be only the defect of a good quality. 
We have no machinery for organising 
opinion. We can neither suppress diver- 
giiy ef views nor impose a general con- 
sent. It may be that the erank receives 
undue consideration ; that serwpulo.ity too 
oitcn takes the place of comscientiousmess. 
and that the individual’s sacred right to 
object Is ever-zealously guarded and exer- 
csed. But at least we respect, and make 
room for, personality.

NEW BLLLS 

Archbishop moved the second read- 
ing of a bill to amend Chapter 6 of the Con- 
stitution of the Church of Lreland, 1934. The 
amendment, he said, would mean that any 
Diocese, instead of having to pay its Bishops’ 
superannuation assessment . charge, would 
have it paid for out of the Episcopal Super- 
annuation Fund. There was now in the Epis 
copal Superannuation lund a credit balance of 
£6,325. ‘The change of percentage from 4 
to 5 in respect, of assessments on the clergy 
for superannuation had imposed a big burden 
on dioc*’san funds. 

Mr W. E. Theift seconded, 
second rending was agreed to. 

The Synod also agreed to the second read- 
ing of a bill which Mr R. H. Hyland said 
was to remove the grievanees of seme elergy- 
men. whe had attamed the age of 65 years 
or had satisfied the Representative Body that 
they were unable to discharge their duties, 
but were eapable of undertaking the eH 
of * lignt duty parishes.” At present, he 
said, the names of such clesgymen were 
placed on a list. The bill proposed to insert 
& clause so that the names should be plac 
on the list only at the clergyman’s own 
regt-st. 

An amendment “ that consideration of the 
bill pe deferred for six months,” was de- 
feated 

Moving the adoption of the report of the 
Standing Committee, the Rev. Canon Hughes 
drew attention to what he termed a “ serious 
matter,” namety, the —— which had 
been submitted to counsel! in Northern Ireland 
and m the Free State: ' Whether a manager 
of a parcchial public elementary school could 
be heid able under the Compensation Acts 
or under the common law, for injuries 
oveurring io. pupils or teachers?" In both 
parts of ths country, said Canon Hughes, 
counsel had informed them that the manager 
was iiable. Therefore, it was nec that 
managers should insure against the risk of 
having to defend an action of this kind, He

The Bishop of Ossory, in seconding it, said 
that missionary work was the very purpose 
fer whiek the Church existed. 

The report, which was adopted, stated that 
it was satisfactory to find that the home 
missionavy work of the Churck of Ireland 
had been well maintained during’ another 
year.

TEACHING OF IRISH 


In propesing the adeptien ef the Board 
of Education report, the Rew. Canon Hodges, 
R.D.. spoke of the transport of children te 
Protestant schools, and said that, as a result 
of it, twenty Protestant schoels had been 
kept frem clesing, and as most of them were 
im isolated parts, that was something fon 
whieh they had veason to be very thankful. 
(Applause.) It was only right te refer to the 
fact that the Department of Education, with 
the co-operation ot the Free State Govern- 
ment, had continued the origimal grant of 
£5 per head. Not only had they done that. 
but, im view of the disproportionate cost 


partmeut had authorised an extension of the 
payment im 1934-55, and they that a 
similar generous consideration would be 
offered in 1955-36. Speaking of the fact that 
their local authorities had contributed regu- 
larly to the burden of the cest of the scheme, 
he said that. this was. a tribute to the vivilaty 
aud strength of the life of the Church of 
lweland throughout the State. (Applause. ) 
He offered the thanks of the Synod to all 
whe had been concerned in making the 
problem of transport a success, 

Continuing, he said that he was sorry 
that there was not the same agreement 
on the question of teaching through Imesh. 
hey had red iw the report that a 
considerable amount of wegetaiien had 
been carried on between representatives, ot 
the Board of Education of the Synod, and of 
the Departswent of EB ion of the Govern- 
ment, There had been a full and frank dis- 
cussion ow the whole question, ~— 

What appeared. te be a very serious. menace 
rested over education in the Free State. It 
was difficult to speak on the matter without 
being misunderstood, and impossible to do so 
im some quarters without bemg musrepre- 
sented. (Applause.) Those of them, how- 
ever, who had education at heart would agree 
that the present position was a serious and 
critical one. ‘The whole of *ducation was 
being attacked by the microbe of unreality. 
There was no doubt that at the present tune 
there was a serious danger from this kind 
of unreality, which was to be found im the 
schools, and, of necessity, among teachers, and 
all those concerned in education. He did not 
question for a moment the reality and sincerity 
of those seeking to further this special point 
of view. but idealism was not always dis- 
sociated from unreality. (Applause.) 

It -was a deplorable thing, he added, that 
im schools, of all places, there shuuld be any- 
thing im the nature of unveality. In schools 
everything should happen as natutally and 
directly as possible. Contact between teacher 
and taught should be as open and as ummedi- 
ate as it possibly could be. Any attempt 
to teach through a language which was not 
the language of the home was bringing im an 
element of uprealiby which was harmful 
I say that, he added. without any antipathy 
whatsoever to the Irish language or to Irish 
ideals, but I do say that the success of the 
Irish language and of Brish ideals will be pur- 
chased at tos costly a price if the purchase is 
by exploitation of true education, I fear that 
the autherities are at the moment engaged 
upon a very perilous task. Surely, 1¢ is not 
too late for the Free State Government to re 
consider its positiom, amd discover whether 
as regards teaching—not cf Irish, but through 
Irish—its poliey would not be wiser and more 
final in its results if it hesitated to use in the 
schools an instrument which is itself tarnished 
by the effect of unreality. 

Canon Pratt seconded the adoption of the 
report. 


ANOTHER VIEW 


Mr. G. A. Ruth (Diocese of Ardfert and 
Aghadoe) sail that Canon Hodges had tried 
to ““raise a hare” in the Synod by speaking 
of “the serious danger of teaching all sub- 
jects through Irish, especially in the infant 
schools in the Free State.” (Cries oí ' No!’’ 
“Me!” 

Mr. Ruth, amid considerable interruption 
and the ringing of the Chairman’s bell, said: 
“In this respect. the Free State Goveun- 
ment’s policy does not differ in ang way 
from that of its predecessors, and is like the 
Northern policy of following Britain ‘step 
by step.” It is based on an attempt te re- 
vive the Irish language in the shortest pos- 
sible time. When the British Government 
established national schools im Ireland in 
1830, brish was the language speken through- 
out the entire provinces of Munster and 
Connaught and im Ulster, it was spoken in 
Derry, Armagh, South Dewn (where a census 
return of the period showed 50 per cent. of 
the people Irish speakers) and Tyrone .. .” 

There were crics of “No,” “ No,” which 
increased im volume and drowned the 
speaker's next words. 

Continuing, Mr. Ruth was heard to say: 

. . . the homes in those parts of the coun- 
try were Lrish-speaking. The children, came 
to the national schools not knewing a word 
of English. But they found English teachers 
who did not knew a single word of Irish, 
and the result ef that pelicy was that later 
the native tongue almost disappeared in those 
areas. The Free State Government is deter- 
mined to reverse that policy by using the 
lrish language as a teaching medium.” There 
was a buzz of conversation as Mr, Ruth re- 
sumed his seat. 


TEACHERS IN NORTHERN 
IRELAND 


The diseussion on Trish dropped, and Canon 
M<Tiche (Lisbellaw) raised the subject of 
training at the Stranmillis Traming College. 
He said that they were traimng too many 
teachers there. Se far as his information 
went. there were numbers of young teachers 
out of work and with ne prospect of work. 
He thought that it should go out from 
the Syned that this policy was wrong. 
It was becoming increasingly difficult in 
Northern Ireland to get Church of Ireland 
teachers, and in many cases they were com- 
pelled to take teachers of other denominm- 
tions. 

The Dean of Belfast (Very Rev. W. &. 
Kerr, B.D.) said that the Church of Ireland 
voung men and girls had equal facilities with 
Presbyterians or Methedists to pass the 
entrance examinations, but vear after year it 
came about that the others. passed the 
examinations in front of them. 

Mr. R. S. Packenham (Belfast) said that 
the reason why they had so much diffieulty 
in getting candidates for Stranmillis was the 
difficulty m getting posts. He was a member 
of a District Committee in Belfast whieh was 
75 per cent. Preshyterian, and had very few 
members of the Church of Ireland. The result 
was that until recently in a school wich had 
almost 50 per cent. of the pupils Church cf 
Ireland, there was not a single Church of 
Ireland teacher on a teaching staff of nine. 


A DIFFERENT ASPECT 


The Rev. James Quinn said that he had 
very considerable experience of schools in 
Belfast, and his experience was not along the 
lines of the previous speaker. He found ro 
denominationalism rampant. He could not 
conceive any highly qualified Church cf 
Ireland teacher being without a post for four 
years. It would be a pity if it went out 
from the Synod that they were being 
persecuted at the hands of their Presbyterian 
brethren in the North. In his rience 
they had received justice beyond what one 
expected from human nature. 

Archdeacon Baird (Strabane) said that the 
people were not inclined to send their children 
into the teaching profession. A number of 

artisans he knew, who were members 
of their Church; could not afford the cost of 
having their children trained as teachers at 
Stranmillis. The cost, he believed, ram to 
about £200: It was not a matter of brains, 
but oí money. 

The Earl! of Belmore said tar should have

His genial presence 
always gives joy to the Synodsmen of the 
iChurch of Ireland, and much sorrew is 
felt. at. has illness, On the other hand, 
ithe Archbishop ef Dublin, in his presi- 
‘dential address, gave us something which 
we would not have missed for anything, 
Its summary, elsewhere in our columns, 
gives a. view of the Church of Ireland's 
contribution, to Christian poliey which is 
worthy of preservation and study. 

There are many new members of this 
Synod, but till late in the day new voices 
‘had not been heard, even on the question 
of superannuation, which tried to insinvate 
itself at an early moment. Perhaps, the 
newcomers had not yet become accustomed 
to the atmosphere of the Synod Hall. 

In speaking on the report of the 
Missionary Council, Mr. Ryland mentioned 
that the subscriptions for 1936 show an 
imcrease. ‘Fhe total decrease mentioned in 
‘the report, amounting to £283, is due to 
a decrease in legacies. More money from 
the living is a sign of a lively Church, 

Canon Hodges showed that the work of 
the Board of Education is fascinating. 
This master of transport emphasised that 
owing to the loyalty of all parties, 800 
children have been brought to school! and 
20 schools have been kept open. The De- 
i partment of Kducation has been mest 
|sympathetic. We welcome the phrase “ the 
micrebe of unreality’’ to describe the 
teaching through Irish in infant classes.

THE NEW TAX 


The Times in a leading article to-day 


| remarks :—Mr. Chamberlain’s coneiliatory 


and reassuring statement in the House of 
Commons yesterday should do much to 
put am end to the anxieties caused by his 
proposal to impose a new tax upen the 
growth of profits. He specifically 


promised not to insist upon the provision 


that the average profits of the years 
1935-"55 should be the basis of assessment 
to the new tax, to revise the computation 
of the capital standard which is the 
alternative basis of assessment, and to pro- 
vide for a variation as between different 
classes of industry of the minimum profit 
allowed before liability to the tax begins. 
He added the more general undertaking 
to consider sympathetically the view of 
those leaders and leading organisations of 
industry with whom he is now in close 
consultation. These concessions, which 
were expected, show how little justified 
is the hysterical nervousness with which 
the proposal was received in business and 
financial circles. 

No doubt the proposal had to be made 
at an unfortunate moment, because 1t 
coincided with a break—since sharply in- 
tensified—in commodity prices and with 
the prevalence of disturbing rumours about 
the gold policy of the United States, but 
it is generally agreed that the proposal 
itself is mainly responsible for the present 
nervousness of investors and of indus- 
trialists. A sharp decline on the Stock 
Exchange would in itself be unimportant, 
and might even be a salutary deterrent to 
undue speculation. But if it were to 
become symptomatic. of a loss of con- 
fidence in the future. then the position 
might well be that, instead of cutting off 
the head of an unhealthy boom, the pro- 
posal would cut the feet from under a 
wholly desirable recovery, with disastrous 
consequences to this Budget and to all 
Budgets similarly founded upon the con- 
timuance of buoyancy in the revenue. 
It is true that am exceptionally and 
increasingly large volume of Government 
orders is going out, and will continue to 
go out, to industry, but as Ministers have 
repeatedly declared, recovery has not been 
produced by rearmament orders alone, 
nor, indeed, yet to any great extent. The 
basic cause of recovery is confidence bred 
of the expansion, and of the prospects of 
further expansion, of normal trade, and if 
that confidence is damaged recovery will 
stop. 

It is not too much to say. adds The 
Times, that uncertainty far more than the 
character of the new tax has done the 
damage. When once definite details of 
the proposal! are known then industry and 
finance will have no excuse for not adapt- 
ing themselves to future conditions with 
their customary balance and good sense. 
It should not be diffieult to enable a “ax 
so just in principle to be tolerable in 
application.

TRADE DISPUTES 


TRADES’ UNIONS AND EMPLOYERS’ 
FEDERATIONS

ISTORICAL and phical influences 
H have made industrial development in 
the Free State somewhat different from 
similar development in other newly-industrial- 
ised countries. When industries began to be 
established in considerable numbers in the 
Free State they had already been preceded 
by all the mechanism of a ighly-industrial- 
ised country, so that the organisations ot 
workers and employers were to be discovered 
in all the important businesses, This was due, 
of course, to the proximity of Ireland to the 
greatest industrial country in the world, and 
to the fact that both islands were, at the time 
of most intense organisation of the industrial 
forces, under the same legislative and 
economic system. From Great Britain had 
been taken the forms of institutional organisa- 
tion for both workers and employers, and the 
utilisation of these forms of organisation was 
thoroughly understood by both parties. In 
a sense, therefore, it is true to say that the 
organisation of the parties to the im 
dustrial system preceded the development 
of industry, and that the organisation 
had merely to be extended as factories multi- 
lied. To-day, it is probably true to say, the 
Trish Free State, in-so far ad its organisation 
of the human forces of industry are concerned, 
is at least as well prepared for the attacks 
and defences of industrial warfare as even 
the most completely industrialised country i 
the world. It is, no doubt, true that all 
workers are not included in the membership 
of the trade unions, as all employers are not 
members of their respective trade associations 
and federations; but every industry has its 
trade unionists’ and its employers’ associa- 
tions. . 


IN OTHER COUNTRIES 


In other countries where the development 
of industry was delayed, as it was in the 
Free State, the early stages were not accom- 
panied by a cohesive working class or a 
consciousness of identity of interest among 
the employers. In the countries of Con- 
tinental Europe trade unionism was a slow and 
rather late development, and was perhaps for 
that reason political in its general tendencies 
and weak in its bargaining power. When the 
testing time came, when trade unionism had 
to struggle for its existence against. the 
encroaching dictatorships, it succumbed 
almost at the first touch. In a country like 
Japan the tendency of trade union organisa- 
tion to lag far behind the development of a 
large-scale industrial system is more easily 
observed, and. in that country, with over twa 
millions of industrial workers—of which about 
millions of women—only 350,000. are 
members of trade unions. Somewhat 
similar conditions exist in the United 
States of America, where only one in 
every ten workers ‘“‘gainfully occupied” 
is a member of a trade union. 

Where the organisation of the workers is 
weak, it is plain that no attempt to enforce 
claims about wages or working conditions 
cguld be successful, and, in actual fact, they 
were usually resisted with ease by the 
employers. Adversity has had the peculiar 
effect in the United States of bringing about 
a great accession to the numercial strength 
of trade unions, and of infusing a different 
spirit into their policies and oe So 
long as immigration continued unchecked 
the employers of the United States could 
always be» certain of finding a sufh- 
ciency of unemployed and adaptable workers 
to satisfy their needs; but with the stoppage 
of the influx from Europe of comparatively 
cheap labour working conditions in the 
United States began to reach a level of sta- 
bility from which organisation could proceed. 
The effect of this is to be observed now in the 
manner in which the unions can meet and 
defeat the strongest industrial corporations. 
Conditions there have now reached the stage 
at which the ideal of the worker has changed 
from @ probable change of occupation and 
status to an increased emolument in his pre- 
sent occupation. Conditions in the United 
States are, in fact, now approximating to the 
conditions of Europe, and similar effects may 
be expected to follow in due course. 


FROM THE COUNTRY; 


Organised action among workers has many 
forms; but it is obvious that none of its forms 
is possible until industrial employment has 
become so distinctly differentiated that a 
definite class of wage-earning workers has 
been produced. This is, as Professor Pigou 
has pointed out, merely another way of say- 
ing that machinery for wages atljustments 
cannot be brought into being until the wage 
system itself has been permanently estab- 
lished. In the Free State the system of land 
tenure and agricultural practice has, to some 
extent, precluded the establishment of a 
wage system among a large proportion of 
the population; but with the development of 
a factory. system people who formerly worked 
entirely upon family farms are brought into 
a wage economy. When that is so they are 
usually already familiar with trade union 
organisation and methods, having seen the 
trade unions in action in agricultural and. 
semi-industrial wage disputes in their native 
districts. This familiarity makes their entry 
into trade union membership comparatively 
easy, so that the influx of rural workers into 
the towns is not such a difficult problem for 
trade unions in the Free State as it may be in 
other European countries. There is, how- 
ever, one potential danger in this influx of 
rural workers into industrial employment: it 
is a general rule that the less skilful 
an occupation is, and the less organised 
it is, the greater is the danger 
of violence in its industrial disputes. This 
has been marked in the past in Ireland, and 
has been even more conspicuous in the drs- 
putes in the United States. It. must be 
hoped that trade union organisatic:. will be 
suificiently strong to withstand any such 
temptation, and that there can be Sona 
into being, before mdustrial disputes in the 
Free State become aggravated by glaring in- 
justice, a system of conciliation and arbitra- 
tion which will obviate the, necessrty for re- 
sorting to the use of the strike weapon, 


EMPLOYERS' ORGANISATION 


If the trade union organisation in the Free 
State is unusually strong for an agricultural 
country, the organisation of employers is also, 
and, perhaps, equally, strong, As the multi- 
plication of factories has proceeded during 
recent years it must have be»r noted how the 
organisation of employers’ associations in the 
different branches of trade has kept pace with 
every day there are re- 
ports published of the meetings of such 
associations, which have been formed 
almost as quickly as the factories have been 
built. The primary purpose of these associa- 
tions is not; of course, ‘the regulation of 
relations with She workers, but that purpose 
is never long out of the minds of their 
individual members. These organisations of 
employers may begin by regarding trades 
unions with dislike, and even with marked 
hostility ; but gradually that attitude changes 
to one of diplomatic toleration, In the past 
in these countries, as at present in the United 
States, efforts were made to crush the trade 
unions by political and legal force, refusing 
to “recognise” trade unions as the 
authorised representatives of their employés. 
Even when trade unions had achieved 
“recognition” in law associations of 
employers still withheld it in practice. The 
attitude of the great Preston strike of 1854 
stifl persists: that “ the adjustment of wages 
is a matter that belongs exclusively to each 
employer and the persons in his employ.” 
A strike was countered by a ‘ock-out; a 
lock-out by a series of ‘‘sympathetic’”’ 
strikes; as in the great Dublin lcunte of 
1913. There is thus a kind of double 
blockade, ruinous to both sides, and leaving 
behind a bitterness which troubles industrial 
relations for a long time. 


EMPLOYER TRADE UNION 


Professor George O’Brien, of University 
College, Dublin, has pointed out that “ every 
employer is himself a trade union, because 
he stands opposed to a number of workmen.”’ 
“It is this very fact,” says Professor 
O’Brien, “that each employer is himself 
a trade union that has made the existence 
of unions of workmen a necessity.’ To 
this initial strength of the individual em- 
ployer has been added that of combinations 
of employers in general and particular 
associations. The general union of workmen 
or workwomen is balanced by generalised 
employers’ associations as the trade union 
confined to a particular industry or craft is 
Na by an ane. association of that 
industry or craft, The Trades Union Con- 


gress. is counter-balanced by the Federation 
of Saorstat Industries. 

The tendency to-day is for employers and 
workers to range themselves in two large 
hostile and mutally exclusive groups. This 
tendency may also lessen the frequency of 
trials of strength between them, on account 
of the proportions which uch trials 
would inevitably assume as the struggle 
became prolonged in time. The growing 
strength of these opposing organisations in- 
duced in each side a disposition to be more 
friendly when any dispute occurs, and to lead 
to a more durable peace when peace has been 
at last dearly won and indubitably pro- 
claimed. 


THE END IS PEACE 


What has to be borne in mind is that, in 
addition to the immediate causes of disputes, 
the essential aim of both sides is to impress 
upon the other the futility of trials of strength 
in the future. Because of this conflicts are 
liable’ to be carried much further than the 
importance of the original cause of a dispute 
is likely to warrant. So soon, however, as 
the first great engagement is over the object 
of impressing the other side has been accom- 
plished; the rest is mere waste of effort on 
both sides. . In subsequent struggles the real 
point at issue is apt to be less momentous, 
and, therefore, is more amenable to diplo- 
matic negotiation and peaceful settlement, 
Like wars between nations, strikes and ine 
dustrial conflicts usually end by the antago- 
nists getting together and talking matters 
over; would it not be much better for every- 
one if they met earlier and prevented the 
conflicts altogether? 

The sense of the evil effects of conflict is 
usually most keen after a struggle has taken 
place. That is, perhaps, one reason why 
machinery for the settlement of subsequent 
disputes so often forms a part of the terms 
of settlement of a strike. When, however, 
peace-making machinery is common enough to 
be familiar to everyone, it may be generally 
adopted without any special stimulus from 
either the State or other external influence, 
When once the contending parties consent to 
meet a great step forward has been taken, 
“ Brought together as they have been,”’ says 
the American Professor Carroll D. Wright,

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DOYLE HAS HIS LONGEST FIGHT

OR the first time in his life, Jack Doyle 
F won a fight on pe by defeating 
King Levinsky, the American heavy- 
weight, over twelve rounds at Wembley last 
night. It was not Doyle's fault that the 
fight did not end earlier. Levinsky received 
more punishment than most other boxers 
would take in a dozen contests, but not once 
did he go down. This may be accounted for 
by the fact, which Doyle revealed afterwards, 
that he had broken a bone in his right hand 
during the second round, 

Nevertheless, Doyle hit Levinsky so freely 
throughout the fight that only a man of iron 
could have stood up to the punishment. It 
Was in every respect one of the most remark- 
able fights ever seen in a British ring. For 
the whole twelve rounds Doyle was punching 
Levinsky unmercifully until, at the end, both 
the American’s cheeks were cut and his left 
eye was nearly closed. No fighter can ever 
have won by a bigger margin of points than 
did Doyle. 

Levinsky, as crude as the rawest novice, so 
far as boxing was concerned, could do nothing 
more than swing wild punches from the 
region of his knees, and the blows were 


received by the Irishman merely with a 
cynical smile. 
DOYLE IMPROVING 


One thing the fight did reveal, and that 
was that Doyle is improving with his left-

punches. 

As a fight it will probably quickly be 
forgotten. Actually it proved nothing. Doyle, 
by beating Levinsky, confirmed impressions 
he gave in his last fight that his general 
st.ndard of boxing is on the up-grade, but 
his defeat of Levinsky- cannot be adjudged 
a feat of any importance, because he om 
had little or no opposition. 


WHAT THEY SAID 


When Doyle reached his dressing-room he 
said: “Look at my right hand. Í broke a 
hone in it in the second round, and after- 
wards I had to be wary, because I only had 
my left hand to score with. The ‘King’ 
was a tough customer, but I had him with 
those straight lefts.” 

Levinsky, who had two cuts on both cheek- 


| bones, said: ““I am glad I gave Doyle a 
good fight.”’

ROUND ONE. 

Doyle tried to box Levinsky with his left, 
and then getting the American in a corner 
hit him twice with right-hand punches to the 
jaw. The American reeled across the ring 
to another corner to stop another right on 
the jaw, und for nearly two minutes Doyle 
was aiming blows at the American's head at 
will. At last Levinsky found a chance of 
aiming rights in the fashion of a windmill, 
but he did not seem “to affect Doyle, who 
tried to punish Levinsky about the body. The 
referee was having a big task in pulling the 
men apart as they both fell into each other s 
arms. Although Levinsky was catchimg Doyle 
on the head with his wild swinging 
punches they had absolutely no effect, and 
Doyle went on punching away at the Ameri- 
can's jaw. Although he seemed groggy 
Levinsky never gave any sign of going down, 
but his seconds had to work on him feverishly 
and attend to a big lump at the side of his 
left eye. 


LEVINSKY HOLDS ON 


ROUND TWO. 

Doyle measured Levinsky with his left, and 
then swung a right hander which just missed. 
Levinsky was back at him with both hands, 
swinging away from somewhere near the 
region of his knees. Levinsky was holding 
with his right, and altogether the display was 
as far removed from fine boxing as could be 
imagined. For thirty seconds Doyle let 
Levinsky punch at his body without attempt- 
ing to stop him, and leaned back against the 
ropes smiling at the American's attempts.

although the American's eyes were glazed, he 
would not give in even before Doyle's fiercest 
attacks.

Jock McAvoy (Rochdale), British middle- 
weight champion, became the holder of the 
cruiser-weight title by knocking out Eddie 
Phillips (London), the holder, after 44 secs.

10,000 ACRES TO BE 


PLANTED ANNUALLY 


Moving the Forestry estimate of £152,788, 
Mr. BOLAND said that the ann was to plant 
10,0C2 acres annually as soon as practicable. 
Over 109,000 acres already had been Me 
for State forestry purposes, and the total area 
of the néw plantations was, ó sige reid 
55,000 acres. The total number of forest 
centres in the Free State was naw 81, which 
was nearly double the number of centres in 
existence four or five years ago. There were 
centres in every county, except Meath and 
Sligo. 

During the past year 9,551 acres had been 
acquired at an aggregate price of £39,657. In 
addition, there were commitments to purchase 
another 9,044 acres at an aggregate price of 
£21,365. 

Referring to further arrangements for the 
acquisition of lands for forestry purposes, the 
Minister said that a total of approximately 
£72,000 would be required for actual and 
tential commitments. Last year it had not 
een possible for the Department to obtain 
at home or in Great Britain, or on the Conti- 
nent, all its requirements in seedlings and 
transplants. The number of men. employed 
during March of this year, which was the 
month for maximum employment of forestry 
workers, was about 1,900. 

' Mr. BOLAND said that there had been a 
slackening of interest in the Arbour Day 
scheme, the object of which was to stimulate 
interest among young people in the care and 
preservation of trees. | 

PROFESSOR O'SULLIVAN (U.I., Kerry) 
asked if the Minister was in a position to tell 
the House what area of land not.suitable for 
agriculture was suitable for afforestation, and 
what was the future for afforestation in the 
country. 
Mr GOULDING (F.F., Waterford) said 
that the trouble with most of the land offered 
to the Department for afforestation was that 
the area was too small.
